EARTHQUAKE 
SHAKES CHILE 


Thousands Are Dead and Property 
Loss Over $200.000,000. 


mPARAISO 
SUFFERED MOST 


ValpavaisD, Aug. 21. — The Garth- 
quakes iu Chile have ceased, the rft- 
Eultant iirea havo been extinsuished, 
and the prople of the two cities. Val- 
paraiso and Santiago, are taking or- 
ganized stops to relieve suffering, car© 
for the wounded and bury th© dead. 
The period of succor has entered. 


The 
first 
estimates of casualties 
and material damage had been greatly 
exaggerated and tlie people of Val- 
paraiso are becoming calmer. 
The 
fear of further shocks has been re- 
moved by a statement issued from 
the observatory, and it became i)ossl- 
ble, for the first time, to organize re- 
lief 
work 
and 
begin a systematic 
search of the ruins for the dead. 


Santiago is coming to the rescue of 
her suffering sister. Public subscrip- 
tions have hem opened for money, 
clothing and provisions, and the capi- 
tal is cai'ing for all refugees from 
Valparaiso who make their way across 
the mountains. 


The government is putting down 
pillage wherever it breaks out with 
troops. 


Fatalities May Reach Thousands. 
It is still impossible to reach any 
correct estimate of the dead and in- 
jured. The number of dead in Val- 
paraiso doubtless will run into the 
hundreds, and for the entire country 
probably 
into 
the 
thousands. 
The 
property damage is estimated at from 
?2n0.000.000 to $300,000.000. 


Relief is being organized with sys- 
tem, and the government has taken 
complete control of the situation. The 
foreign legations are active in relief 
measures, as are private persons, and 
the greatest energy is being devoted 
to getting In supplies for the desti- 
tute. The government has authorized 
the provincial governors to spend all 
money necessary for the relief of the 
needy In their districts. 
The funds 
subscribed In Iquique to celebrate the 
election of Pedro Montt to the presi- 
dency will be expended to relieve the 
sufferers. Public relief subscriptions 
have been opened In Buenos Ayres, 
and the Argentine government will 
pass 
an 
appropriation to the same 
end. 
Chile will ask its congress for 
money for the reconstruction of Val- 
paraiso. 


The people are engaged in seeking 
relatives and friends, in erecting and 
perfecting temporary outdoor 
quar- 
ters against the cold, In getting food 
supplies and helping each other. Food 
and Avater are both very scarce, and 
at this uncture many merchants have 
made material advances In the price 
of provisions. 


Valparaiso 
Uninhabitable. 


The statement is made that every 
building in Valparaiso has been dam- 
aged, and the city has been described 
as "uninhabitable," 
The Almendral 
quarter and the principal streets are 
mere heaps of ruins. The people still 
throng the surrounding hills and the 
seashore, and many are leaving the 
locality as best they may. It Is re- 
ported that at several points the coast 
has lifted above its former level. The 
troops are maintaining perfect order 
and the military ambulances are car- 
rying the wounded to the hospital. 
Hospital and medical supplies are be- 
ing sent down to Valparaiso from 
Santiago. 
A 
commercial 
crisis 
is 
feared and very little business is be- 
ing done. 


The fires which broke out after the 
earthquake have, as a result of stub- 
born efforts, finally been suppressed. 
Dynamite was largely used to this 
end. 


The streets of the city are con- 
stantly patrolled by military and other 
forces. The authorities are taking en- 
ergetic measures to maintain order. 
Many robbers have 
been shot and 
killed on the spot. Martial law pre- 
vails. 


It is firmly believed here that the 
Valparaiso earthquake was more se- 
vere than the one which visited San 
Francisco. Losses In life and property 
are enormous, but all estimates are as 
yet premature. 


The English firme located at Val- 
paraiso do not appear to have sus- 
tained heavy loss, and It does not ap- 
pear that any foreigners have been 
killed.

500 DEAD AT VALPARAISO

dred persons are dead at Valparaiso as 
r result of the earthquake shocks, ac- 
iording to the latest advicps based on 
the reports of refugees who reached 
this city. 


The monetary loss at Valparaiso runs 
into the millions. 
Six or eight othoi 
cities have boon destroyed. 
The rail- 
road, street railway, telegraph and teh 
ephone systems are thoroughly demor- 
alized. 


The banks at Valparaiso are safe 
and the damage to the commercial cen» 
tre is not serious, but the populous 
quarter has been completely wrecked 


Refugees from Valparaiso

that the sea coast has been lifted ai 
several places noticeably above its pre- 
vious level. 


A relief committee has been organ- 
ized here. It will receive subscriptions 
in all the banks and at other public 
places, and agents will be sent througt 
the city to solicit money, food and 
clothing to be sent to Valparaiso and 
other places where assistance is needed 


The people of Liamache have re- 
quested the government to send troops 
there to put a stop to pillage. 


Preparations are being made to de-

Thousands Aro Dead and Property 
Loss Over $200,000,000. 


VALPARAISO 
SUFFERED MOST

Valparaiso, Aug. 21. — The earth­ 
quakes in Chile have ceased, the re­ 
sultant fires have been extinguished, 
and the prople of the two cities, Val­ 
paraiso and Santiago, are taking or­ 
ganized stops to relieve suffering, care 
for the wounded and bury the dead. 
The period of succor has entered. 


The 
first 
estimates of casualties 
and material damage had been greatly 
exaggerated and the people of Val­ 
paraiso are becoming calmer. 
The 
fear of further shocks has been re­ 
moved by a statement issued from 
the observatory, and it became possi­ 
ble, for the first time, to organize re­ 
lief 
work 
and 
begin a systematic 
search of the ruins for the dead. 


Santiago is coming to the rescue of 
her suffering sister. Public subscrip­ 
tions have becm opened for money, 
clothing and provisions, and the capi­ 
tal is caring for all refugees from 
Valparaiso who make their way across 
the mountains. 


The government is putting down 
pillage wherever it breaks out with 
troops. 


Fatalities May Reach Thousands. 
It is still impossible to reach any 
correct estimate of the dead and in­ 
jured. The number of dead in Val­ 
paraiso doubtless will run into the 
hundreds, and for the entire country 
probably 
into 
the 
thousands. 
The 
property damage is estimated at from 
$200,000,000 to $300,000,000. 


Relief is being organized with sys­ 
tem, and the government has taken 
complete control of the situation. The 
foreign legations are active in relief 
measures, as are private persons, and 
the greatest energy is being devoted 
to getting in supplies for the desti­ 
tute. The government has authorized 
the provincial governors to spend all 
money necessary for the relief of the 
needy in their districts. 
The funds 
subscribed in Iquique to celebrate the 
election of Pedro Montt to the presi­ 
dency will be expended to relieve the 
sufferers. 
Public relief subscriptions 
have been opened in Buenos Ayres, 
and the Argentine government will 
pass 
an 
appropriation to the same 
end. 
Chile will ask its congress for 
money for the reconstruction of Val­ 
paraiso. 


The people are engaged in seeking 
relatives and friends, in erecting and 
perfecting temporary outdoor quar­ 
ters against the cold, in getting food 
supplies and helping each other. Food 
and water are both very scarce, and 
at this uncture many merchants have 
made material advances in the price 
of provisions. 


Valparaiso Uninhabitable. 


The statement is made that every 
building in Valparaiso has been dam­ 
aged, and the city has been described 
as “uninhabitable.” 
The Almendral 
quarter and the principal streets are 
mere heaps of ruins. The people still 
throng the surrounding hills and the 
seashore, and many are leaving the 
locality as best they may. It is re­ 
ported that at several points the coast 
has lifted above its former level. The 
troops are maintaining perfect order 
and the military ambulances are car­ 
rying the wounded to the hospital. 
Hospital and medical supplies are be* 
ing sent down to Valparaiso from 
Santiago. 
A 
commercial 
crisis 
is 
feared and very little business is be­ 
ing done. 


The fires which broke out after the 
earthquake have, as a result of stub­ 
born efforts, finally been suppressed. 
Dynamite was largely used to this 
end. 


The streets of the city are con­ 
stantly patrolled by military and other 
forces. The authorities are taking en­ 
ergetic measures to maintain order. 
Many robbers have 
been shot and 
killed on the spot. Martial law pre­ 
vails. 


It is firmly believed here that the 
Valparaiso earthquake was more se­ 
vere than the one which visited San 
Francisco, Losses In life and property 
are enormous, but all estimates are as 
yet premature. 


The English firms located at Val­ 
paraiso do not appear to have sus­ 
tained heavy loss, and it does not ap­ 
pear that any foreigners have been 
killed. 


Twenty Dead at Santiago. 


Santiago suffered much less than 
Valparaiso. The number of dead in 
Santiago is reported at 20. The prop­ 
erty loss is estimated at $1,500,000. A 
local relief committee has been or­ 
ganized, the street cars have resumed 
running, and the normal aspect of the 
city is rapidly returning. 
Refugees 
from 
Valparaiso are coming in in 
greater number every hour. The rail­ 
roads are not yet in operation. 


It is reported 
that six or 
eight 
towns in the stricken district have 


been destroyed, hut details are still 
lacking. 
Vina del Mar, which is a 
suburb of Valparaiso, is described as 
almost entirely in ruins. There are 50 
dead and 150 wounded at Taola, Many 
houses in the Amagada district coi- 
lapsed. In addition to towns previously 
mentioned, 
Melipilla, Salvador and 
Santa Turnino sustained damage. 


Vina del Mar (throd miles from Val« 
paraíso and having a population ol 
over 10,000); Quirihue (225 miles to 
the southward, with a population of 
2500), Salto Limache (15 miles to the 
northwest, with ° population of G500, 
Quillotó (25 mil* s .to the northwest, 
with a population of 10,000), and vil­ 
lages all around wore destroyed. 


500 DEAD AT VALPARAISO 


Six or Eight Other Cities Have Been 


Destroyed. 


Santiago, Chile, Aug. 21.—Five hun­ 
dred persons are dead at Valparaiso as 
r result of the earthquake shocks, ac­ 
cording to the latest advices based on 
the reports of refugees who reached 
this city. 


The monetary loss at Valparaiso runs 
into the millions. 
Six or eight otlioi 
cities have boon destroyed. 
The rail­ 
road, street railway, telegraph and tel­ 
ephone systems are thoroughly demor­ 
alized. 


The banks at Valparaiso are safe 
and the damage to the commercial cen- 
tre is not serious, but the populous 
quarter has been completely wrecked 


Refugees from Valparaiso 
decían 
that the sea coast has been lifted al 
several places noticeably above its pre­ 
vious level. 


A relief committee has been organ­ 
ized here. It will receive subscriptions 
in all the banks and at other public 
places, and agents will be sent through 
the city to solicit money, food anc 
clothing to he sent to Valparaiso and 
other places where assistance is needed 


The people of Liamaohe have re­ 
quested the government to send troops 
there to put a stop to pillage. 


Preparations are being made to de­ 
stroy buildings left in a dangerous con­ 
dition by the earthquake, and efforts 
are being made to perfect organizatior 
to prevent famine. 


SHOT BY ITALIANS

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Two of the Pennsylvania Constabulary 
Wounded, One Seriously. 


WilKes-Barre, Pa., Aug. 20.—One oi 
the most serious affrays in which the 
local troop of state constabulary has 
been Interested occurred at Hughes- 
town borough, a suburb of Pittston, 
As a result of the affair one of the 
troopers lies at the Pittston hospital 
in a dangerous condition, while anoth­ 
er received a slight flesh wound, and 
three Italians are more or less serious­ 
ly injured. 


Within the confines of Hughestown 
‘Jborough there Is an Italian settlement 
All day Sunday the men at this settle­ 
ment 
were 
drinking 
and 
carbus- 
Ing and creating such a disturbance 
that the neighbors made a complaint 
to the authorities. 
A call was sent 
to the headquarters of the state con­ 
stabulary at Wyoming, and three oi 
the troopers—Privates Adelsqn, Butlei 
and George—were detailed to go to the 
place. The Italians, who had evidently 
been awaiting 
their 
coming,, began 
making an indiscriminate fire upon 
them in the darkness and the three 
troopers withdrew, not howeye until 
George had been shot in the abdomen, 
while Adelson also received a slighl 
wound. 


Butler, the only uninjured man, go1 
hold of a foreigner named Michael Po 
loni and clubbed him into submission. 
Later word was sent to headquarters 
and the entire troops, in charge oi 
Sergeant Wilhelm, v/ent to the scene 
and arrested five Italians. 
Two oi 
these, Joe Durilla and Joe Doloro, were 
shot and taken to the hospital in a 
serious condition. 
They must have 
been shot by some of their comrades, 
Durilla declaring he came out of his 
house to find out 'w hat the cause oJ 
the trouble was when he was shot. 


CHOKED TO DEATH BY ROBBER 


Farmer's Wife Murdered and Home 


Ransacked. 


New York, Aug. 18.—Mrs. Mary Ma* 
nelaki, the wife of a farmer, was stran­ 
gled to death in the dining room of hej 
home in East Williston, L. I. Her body 
was found by her son, lying on th« 
floor, face downward, with her apror 
bound around her neck. The rooms

Preservation of Forests

KE destruction of our forests has been going on at so great 
a rate as to alarm the public mind and prepare the people to 
accept some remedy. 


The interests of irrigation anil navigation have called 


attention to the necessity of preserving the sources of our 
water courses by retaining or restoring the forests from 
which they flow. 


Fortunately many millions of acres of wooded lands are 


still held by the national government, and about 85,000,000 


acres of these lands have been set apart in S3 permanent national forest re- 
serves. The primary purpose of these reservations is to conserve the streams 
and provide means of irrigation and also, in some degree, to influence the rain- 
fall. 
They are well scattered in the far west, and are generally upon iand 


which is of little value for agricultural uses. 


They are reserved for the use of man and not reserved from his use. The 


ripened trees will be cut as they may be needed. There has been much, lo- 
cal opposition to many of these reservations, but time and observation have 
greatly changed the local sentiment The experimental stage has passed 
and they can therefore be accepted as an established fact, and-the question 
naturally arises as to what extent they may be utilized for the .preservation 
of the remains of our birds, fish and game and be used as sources of propa- 
gation and-supply. At least a portion of these-lands should be so used. The 
writer of this article has for many years endeavored to secure legislation to 
this end- Wyoming has shown her sympathy with the movement by declar- 
ing a permanently closed season in the part of the forests reserves adjacent 
to the Yellowstone National Park.—The Outing Magazine.

During the first two yeors of onr ex- 
periment iu raising ostriches in Dum- 
pier Land—from 3900 to 3 902—v»'e had 
to depend for our supplies on 
the 
"pearlers" of King Sound. 


There are as yet no regular nieanr. of 
transi)ortat.ion here; 
but 
we 
had a 
credit account with the general store 
at Cossack, two hundred and ten miles 
down the coast, and made an arrange- 
ment with the skipper of one or another 
of the pearl-fishers to brins "s Hour, 
sugar and canned goods, and laud them 
at a little log shed on the beach not 
far to the west of the mou'th of the 
Fitzroy River. 


Tho distance from our inland ranch 
—fifteen or sixteen miles—is too great 
for signalling with rockets or guns. 
"We could only conjecture v;hon the 
pearler might put iu there. 
Son3e4jmes 
her visits would be a month, some- 
times three months apart; and the only 
way to find out was for one or anoth- 
er of us to go down to the beach. 


On an evening iu ¡March T set off to 
make this txip with our one "brumby" 
pony. 
We had been 
having 
some 
trouble Mith tho bhu-k-fellows up the 
Pitzroy; and they had recently thrown 
Jnto our stockaded yard a curious hier- 
oglyph picture, scrawled on a kanga- 
roo's thigh-bone, which we had 
no 
irreat difficulty in deciphering, 
as a 
threat to kill and eat three white men 
'In the course of two moons—and the 
inference was easy that we were the 
three. 


Dampier Land and the Fitzroy Ri\er 
district all the way up to Port Darwin 
are now almost the only region In 
the world where whites are in danger 
from aboriginal savages. 
Here may 
«till be found black tribes of the true 
atone a^^e, armed only with 
spear.s, 
"kylies" and flint axes. It is one of the 
Jast haunts of primitive savagery. 


Provided as we were "svith modern 
breech-loaders, wo stood in no special 
fear of these blades, and took no no- 
tice of their ''compliments'* on 
the 
kangaroo bone, save to keep a sharp 
•watch. 
They never 
showed 
them- 
aelves near our ranch. The only dan- 
ger from them, Ave concluded, Avas that 
they might surprise some one of us 
out alone or thj'ow their speai"3 or ky- 
lies from the cover of a thicket These 
Pitzroy and Lake Flora blacks throw 
a spear thirty or forty yards

considerable 
accuracy;

their kylies, or boomerangs,, the dis-

which one may get a rap on 
tho head from this queer missile is al- 
together 
problematical. 


With all these 
North 
Australian 
blacks, hoAvever, the Avhite settler ha.s 
one great advantage; 
he can travel 
anyAvhere by night in Avell-nlgh per- 
fect safety—except from snakes. For 
owing to superstitious fears of 
evil 
•pirits, '*Jacky" is generally found ly- 
ing up close by his fire during tho 
hours of darkness. 
Sight or sound of 
anything moving about him at night 
effrighus him. and he crouches, grov- 
eling, trembling, and muttering stn'tnge 
Incaniations. 


So Ave usually made these trips down 
to the coiist by night--if possible, when 
there was moonlight.

"bushed." 


N o t to make bad Avorse, I sat doAvn, 
with my back to a gum, to Avait for 
daylight; and Avet and inicomfortable 
as 1 Avas, 1 presently fell asleep sit- 
ting there. 


Day had daAvned when 1 Avaked, but 
t.hat dense mist still enveloped every- 
thing. 
Apparently the sun Avas up, 
yet for the life of me I could not tell 
which Avas east. 
For an hour or more 
I sat there, hoping that the fog Avould 
lift, and meauAvhile made a 
frugal 
breakfast off my bread and cheese. 
My 
general impression Avas that the sea 
lay to my right; and 1 finally set off. 
in that direction, Avalking fast for an 
hour or two. 


The thick grass thinned out at last, 
and 1 came to a little creek, swollen 
and turbid.

I had gone but a little Avay, hoAvever 
when I came to a deep lagoon, or arm 
of Avater. A\^hich opened bîU'k from the 
river. 
A strong current Avas setting 
into it, too strong to cross: and I fol- 
loAvod it bark and round for a mile or 
more, and then found that it broaden- 
ed in a large pool three or four hun- 
dred yards in diameter. 


Ab i Mood looking across it, I espied 
what looked like a log hut on the far- 
ther side; 
and 
thinking that 
this 
might be the camp of white hunters, 
naturalists or prospectors, I 
at 
first 
"cooeed" across, and then, 
receiving 
no ansAver, Avent round the pool. 


It proved to bo a h)g cabin, evident- 
ly constructed by whites, but had been 
for some time deserted; grass and a 
few young oats Avere growing about 
tho doorway. 
Except a mildeAved copy 
of the J^ndon Tinn^s 
and 
two beef 
tins, there Avas nothing Avhatever in- 
doors; and 1 Avas about to 
proceed 
when, glancing across the pool, I saAv 
four black fellows, armed Avitli spears 
and 
kylies, 
going along the 
other 
shore, one behind another, all 
bent 
forward anu 
moving quickly, as if 
tracking game. 


1 A\'atchcid them 
a 
moment; and it 
then oi turred to me, far more sudden- 
ly than Avas agreeable, that I had my- 
seJf passed along there but a few min- 
utes before on my way to the hut, and 
that I Avas the game. 
• 


The 
conviction Avas 
unmistakable, 
and gave ane a most unpleasant thrill. 
I felt anything but certain as to any 
cartridges. 


But I A\as nnt long reflecting that it 
was best to keep those spear and kylie 
fellows on the farther side of tho pool. 
So, stepping out in ¡¿ight, 1 cpcked my 
carbine and shouted across. 
^W stop- 
ped .short and stared at me. 
Then I 
saAV one of them half-raise his hand— 
uud 
all four dropped out of 
sight 'w. 
the grass. 


To let thc-m know J was armed,, as 
well ixn to tr;* my cartridges, I 
took 


aim at the trunk of a larR© Rum-tre« 
over there, and fired. Tho well-crimp- 
ed cartridge proved effective, and fol- 
lowing the report I heard tho bullet 
spat against the trunk of tho gum. 


Instantly the blacks sprang to their 
feet 
Avith a defiant ''Ooo-arrh!" 
and 
disappeared among tho trees. 


But there had been an accent of exul- 
tant ho.stility in the shout AA^hirh mado 
me (hink there might be more to como 
of it. 
I now took serlouii thought as 
to Avhat I had better do. and Avas not 
long in deciding that our ranch Avould 
be a good place for me—before they 
raised the Avholo black country! 
I 
kncAV tho general 
direction 
of our 
place from the river, and striking into 
a flve-mile-an hour jog, 1 soon left hut 
and. pool behind. 


I had not gone far. however, when 
I found myself 
groAving 
exceedingly 
Aveary. 
1 had not eaten 
much for 
tAventy-four hours; and falling asleep 
in Avet clothes the previous night had 
been very unAvise. 
I had felt feverish 
all the morning, and noAv 
headache 
and giddiness beset me. 


I kept on for an hour, however, com- 
ing at last to rocky uplands, Avhere lay 
great numbers of immense boulders of 
mica schist. 
Some of these 
Avere 
as 
largo as a small house. 


I climbed on one of them and sat 


doAvn, Avhero tho drooping limbs of a 
gum brushed the top of it. 
I felt nei- 
ther energy or care for what 
might 
happen. 
To go on seemed insupport- 
able exertion; 
an unconquerable 
im- 
pulse to lie doAvn came ovef me—and 
I must have dropped asleej) there. 


The sound of low voices roused me, 
and raising my 
head off 
the 
hard 
rock. I saAV something A\'hich instantly 
awoke me. 


A little Avay back on my trail 
were 


Avhat looked to be ten or twelve skel- 
etons, stealing forward. 
These skel- 
etons carried shields, spears and ky- 
lies, however. 
Thoy were black fel- 
loAvs, painted according to their cus- 
tom for Avar or a corroboree, outlining 
their ribs and other hones in 
white 
daub. 


The pendent foliage of the gum had 
prevented 
them from seeing me. 
I 
droAv back the hammer of my carbine, 
and 
under 
other 
circumstances it 


Avould have been amusing, at the click, 
to see those skeleton felloAvs stop short 
and look about them. 


They 
saAv mo 
noAv; but 
instead 
of throwing their spears, they dropped 
in the grass and wriggled aAvay 
like 
snakes—In dread of the Avhite man's 
deadly rifle. 


Watching them disappear,! slid down 
from the rock and made off as fast as 
I could. 


By this time It was tliree o'clock of 
a hot and lowery afternoon; the mists 
had wholly lifted. My 
head 
ached 
very severely; but I went on for two 
hours or more, over sterile, rocky hills 
to the west of the Fitzroy. 
Toward 
the northeast I could see the river low- 
lands and tho clumps of lofty, flooded 
gums A\"hich marked its course. 
1 Avas 
thus enabled to keep to tho direction 
in A^-^hich I knoAV our ranch lay. 
But 
it Avas evidently a long way off still; 
and as oA'ening drew on, I greAV quite 
discouraged, as much from illness and 
lack of strength as fear of my 
pur- 
suers. 


My plight, indeed, AA'as an unenAia- 
blo one. 
If I went on after nightfall 
I Avas almost certain to be 
"bushed" 
again, and if I lay 
down and 
fell 
asleep, tho black felloAvs might steal 
up and spear me. 
But coming before 
long to a brook, I hit on a ruse 
for 
throAving them off my trail. 
I 
first 
crossed the brook, and Avent on for fif- 
ty or sixty paces, then came back on 
my OAvn tracks and Avaded along the 
boil of tho brook for a hundred yards 
or so, and finally emerged in a thick- 
et of scrub and weeds on the 
bank. 
Hero I 
determined to lie 
up 
till 
morning. 


Night set in; tho moon Avas not^ yet 
up. 
Bandicoots Avero scurrying about, 
giving vent to their harsh 
squeaks, 
but otherAvise nothing Avas stirring; 
and after lying there in much discom- 
fort for some time, 1 lapsed first into 
one uneasy droAVse, then another, and 
another, for several hours. 


A splashing of feet in the 
brook 
roused me at last, and I raised myself 
to peer out from my 
covert. 
The 
clouds had brolven away, the moon Avas 
up; and there Avas my paijited pursu- 
ers again, still looking for mo! 


lAiile trail as I left, they had follo- 
od on it to the brook and crossed over, 
but Avere noAV at a loss. 
For 
some 
time they stood, making signs to one 
another, Avithout speaking; and any- 
thing more Aveird 'tlian their strange 
Avhite-outlined bodies, like so many 
Avalking skeletons, I have never seen. 


With my gnin Avell in hand, I lay in 
the thicket and Avatched them. 
After, 
coursing about for a time, reci'ossing 
the brook once or tAvice, they moved 
away in the direction in whidi I had 
been travelling. 
Clearly, in spito of 
their usual dread of darkness, 
they 
Avero spending the night hunting me; 
but my ruse had bothered them. 


The heated air had turned 
cooler 
and my head felt clearer, but I judged 
it better to remain there till daybreak; 
for I looked for the black fellows to 
come buck presently. 


They did not shoAV themselves, how- 
ever; and as soon as

grew 
bright 1 set off, and in the course of 
half an hour reached the 
height of 
land ahead, 
A^jienco I discerned 
the 
little dome shaped mountain and yel- 
loAV cliffs' to the Avest of our ranch, 


I had not quite shaken off the black 
felloAVS, hOAvever, io* as I descended 
the hills, a confused distant shouting 
Avas borne to any oars, and 
on a hare 
hilltop, a mile or more to tlio south- 
Avard, I caught sight 
of 
several of 
them brandishing their 
kylies 
and 
beating them on their 
shields. 
By 
^^ay of a parting salute, I sent a bullet 
humming over their heads. 
That u&s 
the Jast I saw of them. 


On reaching the ranch, I found my 


two partners in much anxiety as to my 
fato. One of them had just come in 
from a trip down to the 
beach, and 
had led homo the pony, Avhich he had 
found hitched out by the trail, as I had 
left him. 


I had covered a distance 
of fully 
eighty miles, and a number 
of days 
passed before I 
recovered from 
the 
effects of tho journey. 
The experience 
taught me novor to set off again by 
night or day Avithout a compass. 


Beyond doubt these black neighbors 
of ours had intended to put in execu- 
tion their tlireat to kill 
and eat 
a 
Avhite man. 
If they could have sur- 
prised me, they Avould probably have 
dono so. 
None tho less, I Avas very 
glad I had not found it necessary to 
shoot any of them, or open a death- 
account with their tribe. 
Tavo of them 
have already como to our 
place of 
their OAvn accord, and in time avo shall 
no doubt establish friendly relations 


AAith them,—Youth's

UT of that experience several pictures remain detached but 
vivid. 
At Fourth and Folsom streets, by some freak, a hy- 
drant Avas still giving out water. 
I still see the firemen who 
stood there, rushing a hose down the street flaming on both 
Bides; I can see their chief standing at the corner, his white 
helmet rosy Avith the flame, his long slicker dripping. 
mouth pouring out a volley of jolly oaths, and then these 
men. the hose upon their shoulders- their helmets tilted 
toward the terrific heat, rushing In between tho 
roaring 
walls. 
The Avhole city, mind you, is burning beyond them. 
They have one 
hose, one stream of water; they are four. 
It Avas something big, the very 
futility of their effort, of their immense determination to do. Avith their whole 
Avorld crashing to ruins about them, their single duty—to fight to the last 
the hopeless light. 


On Valencia street, at the corner of Eighteenth, a four-story A\^ooden ho- 
tel collapsed, and noAv seems but one story high. 
Upon the ruins four police- 
men and 50 volunteers are AA*orking. 
I se'e them, a rope noosed about a fallen 
partition, tugging in concert. 
A hundred men are buried in those ruins. The- 
fire is only a few blocks aAvay. 
They tug, their yelloAV faces distorted with 
the effort, beads of cold perspiration welling from their pores. 
At InterA^als 
they stop, all of them; they look toward the fire, their Aveary faces rosled 
Avith the gloAv, puckering in an expression of anxiety almost simian, and then 
Avith nev^ courage they tug again. 


At the end of the third day I Avas standing on the'top oi Russian Hill. 
The fire had then swept the city, but Avas still burning in the North Beach dis- 
trict. 
To tho south, a little below me, was the Jones Street hill. A strange 
hallucination possessed me. 
I thought I heard strains of music. 
It Avas no 
hallucination. 
Up on the tip top of the Jones Street hill, in the middle of the 
street, the only thing standing for miles, Avas a piano. 
A man A\'as playing, 
on it; I could see his hands rising and falling, his body swaying. 
In the wind 
his long black hair and a loosened red tie at his neck streamed. 
The wind 
bore the sounds , away from me, but in a lull I finally heard the music.

^ Preservation of Forests eri

Lacey. 


HE destruction of our forests has been going on at so great 
a rate as to alarm the public mind and prepare the people to 
accept some remedy. 


The interests of irrigation and navigation have called 
attention to the necessity of preserving the sources of our 
water courses by retaining or restoring the forests from 
which they fioA\\ 


Fortunately many millions of acres of Avooded lands ar© 
still held by the national gOA'ernment. and about 85,000,000' 
acres of these -lands have been set apart in S3 permanent national forest re- 
serA^es. 
The primary purpose of these reservi^tions is to conserve thestreams- 
and provide means of irrigation and also, in some degree, to influence the rain- 
fall, 
They are well scattered In the far west, and are generally upon land 
which is of little value for agricultural uses. 


They aro reserved for the use of man and not reserved from his use. 
The 
ripened trees will be cut as they may bo needed. 
There has been much lo- 
cal opposition to many of these reserA^ations, but time and observation have 
greatly changed the local sentiment. 
The experimental stage has passed 
and they can therefore be accepted as an established fact, and »the question 
naturally ariiîes as to what extent they may be utilized for the preservation 
of the remains of our birds, fish and game and be used as sources of propa- 
gation and-supply. 
At least a portion of these lands should be so used. 
The 
Avriter of this article has for many years endeavored to secure legislation to 
this end. 
Wyoming has shown her sympathy with the movement by declar- 
ing a permanently closed season in the part of tho forests reserves adjacent 
to the Yellowstone National Park.—The Outing Magazine.

I FOLLOWED HOME BY BLACKFELLOWS \ 
i 
By Curtis Mulhall. 


During the first two years of our ex­ 
periment in raising ostriches in Dum­ 
pier Land—from 3900 to 1902—we bad 
to depend for our supplies on 
the 
“pearlers” of King Sound. 


There are as yet no regular means* of 
transportation here; 
but we 
had a 
credit account with the general store 
at Cossack, two hundred and ten miles 
down the coast, and made an arrange­ 
ment with the skipper of one or another 
of the pearl-fishers to bring us flour, 
sugar and canned goods, and land them 
at a little log shed on the beach not 
far to the west of the mouth of the 
Fitzroy River. 


The distance from our inland ranch 
—fifteen or sixteen miles—is too great 
for signalling with rockets or guns. 
We could only conjecture when the 
pearler might put in there. Sometimes 
her visits would be a month, some­ 
times three months apart; and the only 
way to find out was for one or anoth­ 
er of us to go down to the beach. 


On an evening in March I set off to 
make this trip with our one “brumby” 
pony. 
We had been 
having 
some 
trouble with the black-fellows- up the 
Fitzroy; and they had recently throw'n 
Into our stockaded yard a curious hier­ 
oglyph picture, scrawled on a kanga­ 
roo’s thigh-bone, which we had 
no 
*reat difficulty in deciphering, 
as a 
threat to kill and eat three white men 
•In the course of two moons—and the 
inference was easy that we were the 
three. 


Dampier Land and the Fitzroy R i\er 
district all the way up to Port Darwin 
are now almost the only region in 
the world where whites are in danger 
from aboriginal savages. 
Here may 
«till be found black tribes of the true 
atone age, armed only with spears, 
“kylies” and flint axes. It is one of the 
last haunts of primitive savagery. 


Provided as we were with modern 
breech-loaders, wo stood in no special 
fear of these blades, and took no no­ 
tice of their “compliments** on the 
kangaroo bone, save to keep a sharp 
watch. 
They never 
showed 
them­ 
selves near our ranch. The only dan­ 
ger from them, we concluded, was that 
they might surprise some one of us 
out alone or throw their spears or ky- 
lies from the cover of a thicket These 
Fitzroy and Lake Flora blacks throw 
a spear thirty or forty yards with 
considerable 
accuracy; 
and 
as 
for 
their kylies, or boomerangs,, the dis­ 
tance at which one may get a rap on 
the head from this queer missile is al­ 
together problematical. 


With all these 
North 
Australian 
blacks, however, the white settler has 
one great advantage; he can travel 
anywhere by night in well-nigh per­ 
fect safety—except from snakes. For 
owing to superstitious fears of evil 
«pirits, “Jacky” is generally found ly­ 
ing up close by his fire during the 
hours of darkness. Sight or sound ol* 
anything moving about him at night 
affrights him, and he crouches grov­ 
eling, trembling, and muttering strange 
incantations. 


So we usually made these trips down 
to the coast by night--if possible, when 
there was moonlight. The March heat, 
too, is much less oppio^he by night. 
March is the first month of autumn in 
this southern half of the world. 


After descending from the plateau, 
my route lay through a tract of low­ 
land flats, covered with high grass and 
a sparse growth of ’’flooded gums,’* 
the roosting-places of thousands 
of 
sulphur cockatoos and bronze pigeons. 
Everywhere on these fiats the 
sear, 
ripe grass came to my brumby’s with­ 
ers; and while ambling through it here, 
he broke into a bandicoot’s hole and 
went lame. 
All these brumbies are 
addicted to shamming lameness; but 
I soon found that the little chap had 
given 
his 
near fore leg a serious 
wrench, and was in no condition to go 
on. 


My first thought was now to go back 
to the ranch and lead my pony. 
It 
would have been far better for me if 
I had done so. 
But I was already six 
or seven mites on my way down to the 
sound. We needed to know about our 
supplies, and I decided to leave tJje 
pony hitched out in the grass and go 
on. 
So securing the brumby, 1 shoul­ 
dered my gun and set off afoot, 
my 
provision for the journey being merely 
a “snack” of fcread and cheese in a 
leather wallet. 


I had proceeded but a little way 
across the green flats when the moon- 
lit sky darkened. 
Clouds had 
and soon a hoijow growl of 
thunder 
burst forth. 
Within three minutes at 
was raining copiously. 


The downpour continued for half an 


hour; nor did the gum trees afford 
much shelter, for Australian foliage has 
a notable tendency to turn, edgewise 
to the sky. 
This mattered little, how­ 
ever, for the thick high grass now wet 
me to the skin at every step; but I 
felt somewhat concerned for my cart­ 
ridges. 


Another shower, even more violent, 
succeeded the first, heral(ted by a blind­ 
ing flash 
and a roar of thunder. 
In 
the course of a few minutes the clay 
flats were flooded. 
What was 
even 
worse a mist rose, following the show­ 
ers, and it became quite impossible to 
keep to my course or find the gums 
previously seen across the lowlands. 
Gladly would 1 now have retraced my 
steps to„the pony and returned to the 
ranch; but before I was really aware, 
I lost my way, and was hopelessly 
“bushed.” 


Not to make bad worse, I sat down, 
with my back to a gum, to wait for 
daylight; and wret and uncomfortable 
as I was, 1 presently fell asleep sit­ 
ting there. 


Day had dawned when 1 waked, but 
that dense mist still enveloped every­ 
thing. 
Apparently the sun was up, 
yet for the life of me I could not tell 
which was east. For an fiour or more 
I sat there, hoping that the fog would 
lift, and meanwhile made a 
frugal 
breakfast off my bread and cheese. My 


aim at the trunk of a large Rum-trea 
over there, and fired. The well-crimp­ 
ed cartridge proved effective, and fol­ 
lowing the report I heard the bullet 
spat against the trunk of the gum. 
Instantly the blacks sprang to their 
feet with a defiant “Ooo-arrh!” and 
disappeared among the trees. 


But there had been an accent of exul­ 
tant hostility in the shout which made 
me think there might be more to come 
of it, 
I now took serious thought as 
to what I had better do, and was not 
long in deciding that our ranch would 
be a good place for me—before they 
raised the whole black country! 
I 
knew the general 
direction 
of our 
place from the river, and striking into 
a flve-mile-an hour jog, 1 soon left hut 
a n d . pool behind. 


I had not gone far, however, when 
I found myself growing exceedingly 
weary. 1 had not eaten 
much for 
twenty-four hours; and falling asleep 
in wet clothes the previous night had 
been very unwise. I had felt feverish 
all the morning, and now 
headache 
and giddiness beset me. 


I kept on for an hour, however, com­ 
ing at last to rocky uplands, where lay 
great numbers of immense boulders of 
mica schist. Some of these were as 
large as a small house. 


I climbed on one of them, and sat 
down, where the drooping limbs of a 
gum brushed the top of it. 
I felt nei­ 
ther energy or care for what 
might 
happen. To go on seemed insupport­ 
able exertion; an unconquerable im­ 
pulse to lie down came ovej* me—and 
I must have dropped asleep there. 


The sound of low voices roused me, 
and raising my 
head off 
the 
hard 
rock, I saw something which instantly 
awoke me. 


A little way back on my trail were 
what looked to be ten or twelve skel­ 
etons, stealing forward. These skel­ 
etons carried shields, spears and ky­ 
lies, however. They were black fel­ 
lows, painted according to their cus­ 
tom for war or a corroboree, outlining 
their ribs and other bones in 
white 
daub. 


The pendent foliage of the gunx had 
prevented them from seeing me. I 
drew back the hammer of my carbine, 
and 
under 
other 
circumstances it 
would have been amusing, at the click, 
to see those skeleton fellows stop short 
and look about them. 


They 
saw 
me 
now; but 
instead 
of throwing their spears, they dropped 
in the grass and wriggled away 
like 
snakes—in dread of the wrhite man’s 
deadly rifle. 


Watching them disappear, I slid down 
from the rock and made off as fast as 
I could. 


By this time it was three o’clock of 
a hot and lowery afternoon; the mists 
general impression was that the sea 
lay to my right; and 1 finally set off .1 had wholly lifted. My 
head 
ached 
in that direction, walking fast i’or an | very severely; but I went on for two 
hour or two. 


The thick grass thinned out at last, 
and 1 came to a little creek, swollen 
and turbid. 
“It is all right, now,” I 
thought to myself. “I will follow this 
creek down,” for I had no doubt that 
it flowed into the sound somewhere to 
the westward of our supply shed. 


Then for fully three hours I followed 
that creek, expecting every minute to 
come out on the seashore. 
At last I 
grew quite bewildered. 
I could not 
understand it, for I knew I had come a 
distance of fourteen or fifteen miles. 


Presently the mystery was cleared. 
Right ahead of me 1 suddenly saw a 
broad channel of deep, swiftly flowing 
water, into which ray wandering creek 
debouched. 
It was, it could be, noth­ 
ing else than the Fitzroy river, which 
at its nearest point is twenty miles to 
the northeast of our ranch. 
There is 
no other such large stream in north 
west Australia. 
And all the time I 
had thought that I was going to the 
west! 


Now, at least,' I knew where I was; 
and as I was still determined not to 
give up my trip, 1 ate what was left of 
my food, and set off to follow the river 
to salt water. 


I had gone but a little way, however 
when 1 came to a deep lagoon, or arm 
of water, which opened back from the 
river. 
A strong current was setting 
into it, too strong to cross: and I fol­ 
lowed it back and round for a mile or 
more, and then found that it broaden­ 
ed in a large pool three or four hun­ 
dred yards in diameter. 


As I -luod looking across it, I espied 
what looked like a log hut on the far­ 
ther side; and 
thinking that 
this 
might be the camp of white hunters, 
naturalists or prospectors, I 
at first 
“cooeed” across, and then, 
receiving 
no answer, went round the pool. 


It proved to be a log cabin, evident­ 
ly constructed by whites, but had been 
for some time deserted; grass and a 
few young oats were growing about 
the doorway. 
Except a mildewed copy 
of the London Times 
and 
two beef 
tins, there was nothing whatever in­ 
doors; and I was about to 
proceed 
when, glancing across the pool, I saw 
four black fellows, armed with spears 
and kylies, going along the other 
shore, one behind another, all bent 
forward and moving quickly, as if 
tracking game. 


I watched them 
a moment; and it 
then occurred to me, far more sudden­ 
ly than was agreeable, that I had my­ 
self passed along there but a few min­ 
utes before on my way to the hut, and 
that I was the game. 
♦ 


The conviction was 
unmistakable, 
and gave me a most unpleasant thrill. 
I felt anything but certain as to any 
cartridges. 


But I \\as not long reflecting that it 
was best to keep those spear and kylie 
fellows on the farther side of the pool. 
So, stepping out ii* sight, 1 epeked my 
carbine and shouted across. 
.All stop­ 
ped short and stared at me. 
Then I 
saw one of them half-raise his hand— 
aud all four dropped out of 
sj^ht ip. 
the grass. 


To let them know I was armed,, as 
weH as to tr;- xny cartridges, I 
took 


hours or more, over sterile, rocky hills 
to the west of the Fitzroy. Toward 
the northeast I could see the river low­ 
lands and the clumps of lofty, flooded 
gums which marked its course. 
I was 
thus enabled to keep to the direction 
in which I knew our ranch lay. 
But 
it was evidently a long way off still; 
and as evening drew on, I grew quite 
discouraged, as much from illness and 
lack of strength as fear of my pur­ 
suers. 


My plight, indeed, was an unenvia­ 
ble one. If I went on after nightfall 
I was almost certain to be “bushed” 
again, and if I lay 
down and 
fell 
asleep, the black fellows might steal 
up and spear me. But coming before 
long to a brook, I hit on a ruse 
for 
throwing them off my trail. I 
first 
crossed the brook, and went on for fif­ 
ty or sixty paces, then came back on 
my own tracks and waded along the 
bed of the brook for a hundred yards 
or so, and finally emerged in a thick­ 
et of scrub and weeds on the 
bank. 
Here I 
determined to lie 
up 
till 
morning. 


Night set in; the moon was not, yet 
up. 
Bandicoots were scurrying about, 
giving vent to their harsh 
squeaks, 
but otherwise nothing was stirring; 
and after lying there in much discom­ 
fort for some time, I lapsed first into 
one uneasy drowse, then another, and 
another, for several hours. 


A splashing of feet in the 
brook 
roused me at last, and I raised myself 
to peer out from my 
covert. 
The 
clouds had broken away, the moon was 
up; aud there was my painted pursu­ 
ers again, still looking for me! 


Little trail as I left, they had follo- 
ed on it to the brook and crossed over, 
but were now at a loss. For 
some 
time they stood, making signs to one 
another, without speaking; and any­ 
thing more weird ’than their strange 
wiiite-outlined bodies, like so many 
walking skeletons, I have never seen, 


With my gun well in hand, I lay in 
the thicket and watched them. After 
coursing about for a time, recrossing 
the brook once or twice, they moved 
away in the direction in which I had 
been travelling. 
Clearly, in spite of 
their usual dread of darkness, 
they 
were spending the night hunting me; 
but my ruse had bothered them. 


The heated air had turned 
cooler 
and my head felt clearer, but I judged 
it better to remain there till daybreak; 
for I looked for the black fellows to 
come buck presently. 


They did not show themselves, how­ 
ever; and as soon as the east 
grew 
bright 1 set off, and jn the course of 
half an hour reached the 
height of 
land ahead, v^ience I discerned the 
little dome shaped mountain and yel­ 
low cliffs» to the west of our ranch. 


I had not quite shaken o£f the black 
fellows, however, to* as I descended 
the hills, a confused distant shouting 
was borne to any ears, and on a bare 
hilltop, a mile or more to the south­ 
ward, I caught sight 
of 
several of 
them brandishing their 
kylies 
and 
beating them on their 
shields. 
By 
way of a parting salute, I sent a bullet 
humming over their heads. 
That was 
the last I saw of them. 


On reaching the ranch, I found my 


two partners in much anxiety «as to my 
fate. One of them had just come in 
from a trip down to the 
beach, and 
had led home the pony, which he had 
found hitched out by the trail, as I had 
left him. 


I had covered a distance 
of fully 
eighty miles, and a number 
of days 
passed before I 
recovered from the 
effects of the journey. The experience 
taught me never to set off again by 
night or day without a compass. 


Beyond doubt these black neighbors 
of ours had intended to put in execu­ 
tion their threat to kill 
and eat a 
white man. If they could have sur­ 
prised me, they would probably have 
done so. 
None the less, I was very 
glad I had not found it necessary to 
shoot any of them, or open a death- 
account with their tribe. Two of them 
have already come to our 
place of 
their own accord, and in time we shall 
no doubt establish friendly relations 
with them.—Youth’s Companion.

¡ 3 Preservation of Forests

HE destruction of our forests has been going on at so great 
a rate as to alarm the public mind and prepare the people to 
accept some remedy. 


The interests of irrigation and navigation have called 
attention to the necessity of preserving the sources of our 
water courses by retaining or restoring the forests from 
which they flow. 


Fortunately many millions of acres of wooded lands are 
still held by the national government, and about 85,000,000 
acres of these lands have been set apart in S3 permanent national forest re­ 
serves. 
The primary purpose of these reservations is to conserve the stream s 
and provide means of irrigation and also, in some degree, to influence the rain­ 
fall. 
They are well scattered in the far wrest, and are generally upon land 
which is of little value for agricultural uses. 


They arc reserved for the use of man and not reserved from his use. 
The 
ripened trees will be cut as they may he needed. 
There has been much lo­ 
cal opposition to many of these reservations, but time and observation have 
greatly changed the local sentiment. 
The experimental stage has passed 
and they can therefore be accepted as an established fact, and »the question 
naturally arises as to what extent they may be utilized for the preservation 
of the remains of our birds, fish and game and be used as sources of propa­ 
gation and-supply. At least a portion of these lands should be so used. The 
writer of this article has for' many years endeavored to secure legislation to 
this end. 
Wyoming has shown her sympathy with the movement by declar­ 
ing a permanently closed season in the part of the forests reserves adjacent 
to the Yellowstone National Park.—The Outing Magazine.

down to the quick ever since 1 can 
remember, and in spite of everything 
I could do. 
r v o tried all or most of 
the schemes that have beon invented 
to .stop folks from gnawing on their 
nails, and yet here are my disgraceful- 
ly bitten nails to show how ineffective 
such schemes are—in my case, at any 
rate. 


"Now, 
my 
mother 
bit 
her 
linger 
nails in precisely the same 
fashion. 
She had a beautiful pair of hands, with 
long, slender, tapering lingers, and it 
was one of tho miseries of hor exist- 
ence 
tliat 
she 
could 
not 
get 
away from the habit of ruining her 
nails by biting them. 
Not only that, 
but my mother told me that hor fa- 
ther Inveterately bit his nails, and her 
father, in turn, told her that his moth- 
er Imd tried ali of her Ufo to do away 
with tho habit of biting her 
nails 
without success. 


"So you see that in my case the 
nail biting Uabit is distinctly htn-edi- 
tary. 


"My curiosity as to this matter led 
me to investigate it In the cases of 
otiier persons, ail of them in my prac- 
tice. who had the nail biting habit, 
and I found that 
in every 
case 
I 
tackled their immediate 
progenitors, 
on one side or the other, had 
tho 
nail biting liabit. 


"There's no reason Avhatevcr why I 
should bite my nails. 
It is asserted 
by some specialists in nerve diseases 
that the practice springs from a cer- 
tain form of nervousness; but I doubt 
if that can be tuue, for I am actually 
the least nervous person on top of the 
globe, so far as I know. 
My mother 
was one of the most composed per- 
sons of her sex I ever knew. 
I have 
long since given up trying to 
break 
myself of the practice, which, being 
an involuntary and unconscious one, 
is almost impossible to control. I have 
with the greatest difficulty contrived 
at times to let four or five of my nails 
grow, permitting them to attain an al- 
most foolish length, because I was so 
proud of them; but at the samu time 
that these long ones looked like the 
hooked fìnger nails of a Buddhist an- 
chorite, the other ones were gnawed 
to the quick.

A Doctor Finds That It’s 
a Family 


Habit in Many Cases. 


“Heredity? 
Look at these finger 
nails of mine,** said a pliysichm of 
somewhat stolid exterior. 
‘'Observe 
that every one of them is bitten down 
to the quick. 
They’ve been bitten 
down to the quick ever since 1 can 
remember, and in spite of everything 
I could do. 
I've tried all or most of 
the schemes that have boon invented 
to .stop folks from gnawing 011 their 
nails, and yet here arc my disgraceful­ 
ly bitten nails to show how ineffective 
such schemes are—in my case, at any 
rate. 


“Now, my mother bit her finger 
nails in precisely tho same fashion. 
She had a beautiful pair of hands, with 
long, slender, tapering fingers, and it 
was one of the miseries of her exist­ 
ence 
that 
she 
could 
not 
get 
away from the habit of ruining her 
nails by biting them. 
Not only that, 
but my mother told me that her fa­ 
ther inveterately bit his nails, and her 
father, in turn, told her that his moth­ 
er had tried all of her life to do away 
with the habit of biting her 
nails 
without success. 


“So you see that in my case the 
nail biting kabit is distinctly heredi­ 
tary. 


“My curiosity as to this m atter led 
me to investigate it in the cases of 
other persons, all of them in my prac­ 
tice, who had the nail biting habit, 
and I found that 
in every 
case 
I 
tackled their immediate progenitors, 
on one side or. the other, had the 
nail biting habit. 


“There's no reason whatever why I 
should bite my nails. 
It is asserted 
by some specialists in nerve diseases 
that the practice springs from a cer­ 
tain form of nervousness; but I doubt 
if that can be tuue, for I am actually 
the least nervous person on top of the 
globe, so far as I know. 
My mother 
was one of the most composed per­ 
sons of her sex I ever knew. 
I have 
long since given up trying to 
break 
-myself of the practice, which, being 
an involuntary and unconscious one, 
is almost impossible to control. I have 
with the greatest difficulty contrived 
at times to let four or five of my nails 
grow, permitting them to attain an al­ 
most foolish length, because r was so 
proud of them; but at the same time 
that these long ones looked like the 
hooked finger nails of a Buddhist an­ 
chorite, the other ones were gnawed 
to the quick. 


“Among other things I've tried the 
scheme of dipping my finger tips in 
a colorless and extremely bitter com­ 
position, so that when I put my nails 
to my lips to bite them I’d 
be 
re­ 
minded of my resolution by the bitter 
taste of jny fingers. 
I found it about 
as hard to remember to keep my fing­ 
er 'tips dipped in this fluid as it was 
to remember not to bite the nails, and 
so there I was. Also, for a time, I em­ 
ployed the plan of keeping my finger 
tips encased in thin patent metal tipè, 
made for 
the 
purpose, 
but 
these 
things 
aroused 
so 
much 
curiosity 
among my patients and forced me to 
answer so many questions that I had 
to give up that scheme. 
Moreover, 
the same difficulty about remember­ 
ing to keep the unhandy things on 
was always present.

Diamonds Smashed in Gold Ores. 
“An engineering problem of a very 
interesting, though difficult nature, is 
shown in the case of the Klerksdorp 
Gold Mines,” says the London Times. 
“At a recent meeting of the share­ 
holders of the company owning these 
mines, the chairman declared, in tones 
of considerable emotion, that a ques­ 
tion of the 
greatest perplexity 
had 
been encountered by the management, 
and that was the presence of diamonds 
in the gold ore, which, with a few oc­ 
casional exceptions, were smashed to 
pieces in the battery and were thus 
utterly irrecoverable, The irony of the 
circumstances, in themselves siiiTu-ient- 
ly harrowing, was heightened by the 
fact that it was the very large lia- 
monds, which, by reason of their ex­ 
cessive size, were certain to encounter 
the destructive 
action cf 
the 
steel 
stamps and be smashed to pieces. 
It 
was announced that if any plan could 
be formed on any mechanical device 
introduced by which 
the 
diamonds 
might be saved without effecting the 
due production of the gold, the inven­ 
tor might be assured of receiving *an 
extremely handsome reward.* The po­ 
sition is clearly an anomalous one; 
but, it might be said, supposing tin 
presence of the gold and diamonds to 
be in the quantities implied, is not by 
any means 
hopeless, in view of 
the 
engineering talent attached to mining 
enterprises.”

Simple Rules of Table Etiquette. 
There is 110 position where the in ­ 
nate refinement of a person is more 
fully exhibited than at the table. To 
hold the knife and fork properly, to 
eat without the slightest sound of the 
lips, to drink quietly, to use the nap­ 
kin rightly, to make 110 noise with 
any of the implements of the table, 
are points that should be 
carefully 
taught to children. 
The knife should 
never be used to carry food to the 
mouth, but only to cut it up into small 
mouthfuls. It should be held in such a 
way that the fingers touching 110 part 
of it below the handle. 


The fork should be used in the left 
hand, 
except when eating 
with it 
alone. When both have been used ¿In- 
ally, they should be laid 
diagonally 
across the plate, with both handles a 
little to the right. 
During 
the meal 
when either one or the other, or both, 
are not in use, they should also 
be 
placed in this position and never lean­ 
ing on the side of the plate, which 
seems to be a very common habit. 


Be careful to keep the mouth shut 
closely whole masticating the food. It 
is the opening of the lips which causes 
the smacking that is 
so disgusting. 
Chew the food well, but do it silently, 
and be careful to take 
small mouth­ 
fuls. 


When passing the plate for a sec­ 
ond helping lay the knife and fork to­ 
gether at one side of the plate, with 
the handles to the right. 


Soup should tbe oaten with 
soup 
spoons, which are two or three sizes 
larger than ordinary 
teaspoons, and 
taken from the sides, not the tips ot 
them, without any sound of the lips, 
and not sucked into the mouth audibly 
from the end of the spoon. 


Another generally 
neglected obli­ 
gation is that of spreading butter on 
one's bread as it lies 011 the plate. 
It 
is very frequently buttered in the air 
and bitten in gouges 
out of a great 
slice. 
This is certainly not pleasant, 
and it is better to break in small bits 
at a time, buttering it and putting it 
piece by piece 
into the mouth with 
finger and thumb. 
Butter should nev­ 
er he helped with on’s own knife. 


Salt must be left 011 the side of the 
plate, never on the table cloth, and it 
is never considered good taste to mix 
up food on the plate. 


Asparagus, which should be served 
on bread and toast 
so as to absorb 
superfluous moisture, may be takeu 
from the finger and thumb. 


Pastry should be broken and eaten 
with a fork. 
Never 
cut it 
with a^ 
knife. 
Oysters, fish, peas, and beans' 
are also eaten with a fork*. 


Potatoes, 
if 
mashed, should 
be 
mashed with a fork. 


Gren corn should 
be eaten 
from 
the cob, but it must bo held with a 
single hand. 


Celery, cresses, olives, radishes and 
relishes of this kind are to be eaten 
from the fingers. 


Fresh fruit should be eaten with a 
silver blade knife. 


Drink sparingly while 
eating and 
do not pour it down the throat as if 
it were turned out of a pitcher. 


When taking anything from a cup, 
be sure to remove the spoon and lay 
it on the saucer at the side. 


While seating 
one's 
self at 
the 
table, yufold the napkin 
and lay it 
across the lap in such a manner that 
it will not slide off on the floor. Don't 
tuck it in the neck or vest. 


There is a reason for everything in 
polite usage, hence the reason 
why 
one does not blow a thing to cool it 
is not that it is a vulgar action only, 
but because it may be 
offensive to 
others. 


These simple 
rules, if taught 
to 
children, will be of inestimable value 
through their lives. 
If good manners 
are not learned at home, they 
can 
never be acquired abroad.

Railroad Troubles. 


Considerable dissatisfaction among em- 
ployes of the B. & H. Division of the W. 
M. Railroad Company, existing for some 
time on account of wages, resulted Thurs- 
day afternoon in three engineers and three 
firemen refusing to work further for the 
company, unless more money was forth- 
coming. 
This number, we were inform- 
ed, has increased to fifteen engineers and 
firemen, who have quit work until their 
grievances are adjusted. 


As we understand it, engineers' wages 
are 23- cents per mile for running, and 25c 
per hour for switching, while firemen re- 
ceived 45 per cent, less. 
Conductors re- 
ceive §2.75 per day and extra pay for ov- 
ertime, while brakemen's wages are $1.75 
per day, with extra pay for overtime. 


Conductors and brakemen, we were in- 
formed, have no grievance. 
Only the 
men who manipulate the front end are af- 
fected, and who claim that their wages 
run from three to four dollars short every 
month, which is caused by not being al- 
lowed overtime for switching, which con- 
sumes at some points several hours. 


As a result of this misunderstanding be- 
tween the company and its employees, a 
general freight congestion exists at sever- 
al points along the B. & H. Division. 


It is reported that the Thomasville 
stone and lime works have closed on ac- 
count of their sidings being filled with 
loaded cars ready for shipment, and other 
points along the Division are in a similar 
position. 


Dissatisfaction was noticed for several 
weeks past and complaints were sent to 
the ofiicials explaining the situation, but 
no action to adjust the dilliculty, it is al- 
leged, has yet been taken. 


Since the above was in type we learn 
that the trouble in regard to the M'age 
scale has been satisfactorily adjusted. En- 
gineers, who formerly earned $2.21 per 
day, will hereafter receive §3,37, and fire- 
men's wages were increased from ^1,22 to 
?il.85 per day,

GASOLENE MOTOR CARS. 


A N ew One Just Finished F or the 
Union P acliic Road. 


O 


NE of the latest ideas in rail­ 
way practice is to have cars 
which will run independently 
of a locomotive, and yet will 
not rely on electricity as used by a 
trolley car—that Is, taking power from 
a distant station through an overhead 
wire or other metallic conductor. Sev­ 
eral different methods of driving these 
cars have been tried. 
In England 
steam engines are in favor, on the Con­ 
tinent of Europe storage batteries have 
a limited use, and in the United States 
two other systems are being experi­ 
mented with. One is very complicated. 
A combination is made, consisting of a 
gasolene engine, a dynamo (to generate 
electricity) and a motor (like that on a 
trolley car axle) to use it. This would 
seem a needlessly expensive plan, be­ 
cause if the power is to be derived 
from a gasolene engine it might be 
thought that the latter alone would be 
enough without any electricity. 
It is 
asserted, however, that with nothing

later, but not even the skeletons of 
the men were ever seen. The desert 
keeps its secrets better than the sea, 
and this was one of them.

across low lava hills into the Furnace 
Creek country and down to the old 
borax worits at the north end of the 
valley. 
From there it is a short and 


comparBtively spfe hike 
of a coupTe 
of hundred miles into somo one of 
the mining camps, so that their tramp, 
all told, reaches vei-y close to three 
and sometimes four hundred miles. 


On this journey water holes are fni 
apart tind very uncertain, ranches are 
srfvttcred and the network of trails so 
interwoven by the feet of prospectors 
and of burros that they become a veri- 
table mazo to the man who do(?í3 not 
keep close watch on them year by 
year. 
To make this circuit requires 
at least nine months of the year—from 
late September or Qotoher to the last 
of I^Iay. For tho remainder of the year 
as has been said, tho 
tramp 
loafs 
around some border town, where ho 
has to behave himself; ropes and tele- 
graph poles and willing men aro too 
near at hand for the couimitiing of 
crimes. 


It is the lonely ranches on the des- 
ert that suffer most from this class 
of wanderers. 
Coming to the ranch 
house they insolently denuuul food and 
clothing, and they get it, too. If thoy 
do not the haystack is burned that 
night, or even the house is set on Are. 
If the family depends on a spring of 
water, as likely as not the water hole 
win be filled with stones and earth; 
frequently springs alon^ tho trail are 
so treated -when the tramp thinks that 
one of his enemies Is likely to pasa 
that way in the near luturg and de- 
pend on the presence of water in the 
tank for himself aufl his slock. 


One incident of this kind may bo 
told to illustrate the devilish schemes 
these fellows concoct. A new manager 
was sent to the borax plant on the 
northern rim of Death Valley, He was

hand, but he knew nothing of the peo- 
ple with whom he was to deal, and the 
first tramp who came along was rough- 
ly ordered to "get out and stay out. 
Now the road over which tho borate

The tramp,

caught. 
The men who followed him 
still live on the desert; I have seen 
one of them, but none can remember 
whether they caught this particular 
tramp or not. Possibly a pile of bones 
could tell if it could speak, for short 
shrift is 
meted to the man, be he 
tramp or mine owner, who meddler 
with water on the desert. 
More val- 
uable than gold it is, and worth many 
human lives when thrown in the bal- 
ance. 


On the desert, too. there is another 
Idnd of tramp, by no means a crim- 
inal, and yet one of the must interest- 
ing characters of the whole west—the 
tramp prospector. 
He makers the easi- 
est living of any man in the world, not 
excepting the promoter of 
wild-cat 
mines. 
And, like the promoter, he 
lives by fleecing the credulous. The 
tramp prospector is forever discover- 
ing a fabulously rich prospect. Back 
from the heart of the desert he comes, 
laden with samples, supposedly from 
his new discovery, but really picked up 
on the dump of some established mine. 
Armed with these it is llitle tit)uble 
for him to enlist the help of .some man 
with more money than knowledge -of 
the desert to develop the •'mine." 


His flrst demand is, of 
cour.se, 
a 
"grub-stake. 
This will consist of a 
burro, or two, if the man can be talked 
out of them, a sack of beans, bacon, 
flour, molasses and cooking utensils, 
as well as other things needful in the 
work he says he is going to under- 
take. 
Thus provided, the pi'ospector 
sets out, camps at some well hidden 
water hole and there spends his time 
until the grub-stake gives out.

A New Treatment of Shelves. 


The Avide shelves at the back of 
deep closets may be turned into won- 
derfully convenient affairs if 
other 
shelves be inserted between the two 
of three shelves which are usually 
considered enough.

tlie closet may be made ovon more sat- 
isfactory, Have shallov/ drawers made

In a nuijoriiy of cases, 
such dishes a good sauce as a basis. 
Dark foods usually 
require 
brown 
sauce, llght^colored moats or vegeta- 
bles a wjiite sauce. 
Here are two 
which will serve as the basis of many 
sauces; 


Drown sauce.—Heat half 
a 
pint 
of good soup stock or gj'avy; 
when 
neither are on hand use water, though 
the result is naturally not quite so 
good. 
In another saucepan melt and 
slowly brown one tablospoonful of but- 
ter or clarified fat. Add one slightly 
heaping tablespoonful of fiour^and stir 
until browned. 
Gradually add the hot 
liquid, 
stirring 
continuously 
until 
smoothly thickened. ,Soason 
accord- 
ing to the left-overs, which are to be 
used with salt, pepper, onion juice, 
herbs or spices. 


White sauce.—Heat 
a 
half 
pint 
of milk. 
Melt a tablospoonful of but- 
ter in a saucepan; 
without browning, 
add one tablespoonful of flour, stir 
for two 
minutes 
without 
coloring. 
Gradually add the hot milk, stirring 
until smooth and thick. 
Season and 
simmer for five minutes. 


Shepherd 
Pie.—Chop 
some 
cold 
cooked mutton quite 
fine. 
Measure, 
and for each pint add salt and pepper 
to taste, a half teaspoonful of onion 
juice, a dash of curry p<jwder and a 
half pint of brown sauct. 
Mix and 
spread in a greased djah. 
Cover with 
a thick layer of hot mashed potato, 
dabbling the top with a little beaten 
egg yolk. 
Brown in a quick oven. 


Italian 
fritters.—Take 
one 
cup- 
ful of sifted flour, the yolk of one 
egg, one teaspoonful of vinegar, one 
teaspoonful of olive oil or 
melted 
butter and enough cold water to mix 
to a batter that wHl pour from a 
spoon. 
Add the stifily whipped white 
and set away for two hours. 
Into 
this dip pieces of cooked meat or veg- 
etables and fry brown in deep smok- 
ing hot fat.—Cornelia C- Bedford, ia 
the New York Mail.

DEATH VALLEY TEAM'S. 


T H E IR SEARCH FOR FOOD, DRINK 
AND SHELTER. 


Strange Life of These Chronic Ho* 
bocs— Prey Upon 
Ranchmen— Re­ 
venge ouf One Who Was Ordered 
to Leave— Crimes They Commit— 
The Tramp Prospector. 


What would you who feed an oc­ 
casional hobo from your back door­ 
step and wonder at his feet worn from 
tramping over a few miles otf well laid 
roads, his clothes grass strewn from 
sleeping in haymows, think of a tramp 
who covers hundreds of miles a year, 
whose feeding places are from twenty- 
five to fifty miles apart, whose water­ 
ing places are equally distant from 
each other—in short, whose bed and 
beat, so to speak, are the vast floor 
of the1 desert? 


Yet there is exactly such a class, 
real tramps, yet as different from the 
tramps of cities as day is from night, 
tramps with nothing to do but eat. 
They do not have to beg: food comes 
to them through fear. 
They do not 
have to search out sheltering barns at 
nightfall; a greasewood bush is their 
shelter, the sands of the desert their 
ccuich. 


In spite of its arid wastes, in spite 
of the discomforts 
and the positive 
dangers to which even well equipped 
travellers on the desert are subjected, 
says the San Francisco Chronicle, the 
great sandy plain is’ come to have a 
species of tramp all its own, not an 
outgrowth from civilized places, but an 
origination of its own, an interesting 
as well as novel branch of a worthless 
tribe. 


Even Death Valley, the most barren 
and dangerous of all deserts known to 
civilized man, has its hoboes who w*an- 
der up and 
down its dismal 
length 
through all seasons of the year save 
the very hottest part of the summer. 


The 
headquarters 
of 
all 
desert 
tramps are in some small town on the 
borders of the region over which they 
wander. 
Daggett has more than its 
share of them. 
So also has Rands- 
burg, Johannesburg, Ivanpah, and all 
the rest of the scattered settlements 
that dot the level plain. They are not 
numerous, these foot travellers, yet in 
proportion to the population they are 
probably as plentiful as their brethren 
of the Coast are around San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. 


Their methods of operation are vast­ 
ly different from those of the Coast 
hoboes. 
Leaving Daggett Ivanpah or 
whatever little town they have cum­ 
bered during the months of greatest 
heat, some time in late September or 
October they strike out alone across 
the desert. 
One peculiarity of this 
class • of tramps is that they never 
move about in companies. Indeed, one 
desert hobo is usually the sworn enemy 
of all the rest of his kind. For cloth­ 
ing they have such things as they can 
beg, possibly a few earn a little money 
during their months of “idleness” in 
the town and spend that for clothing, 
but as a rule they are garbed in more 
different 
colors 
than 
was 
Joseph, 
though of more subdued hue. 


Over his 
back 
the desert 
tramp 
slings a gunnysack, in which are a 
couple of empty tin cans, a beer bottle 
or two of water and such food as he 
can beg or steal. Thus equipped, usu­ 
ally without a weapon of any sort, he 
invades a country which has brought 
more men to death than any other 
equal area in the world outside the 
great battlefields. 


Usually his first stop will be some 
twenty-five miles out at a desert ranch 
or a solitary mining camp. 
On the 
way he travels as slowly as his food 
supply will let him. The cactus fruit 
is ripening about the time of year in 
which he reaches the cactus fields, and 
this helps him a bit on his way, and 
there are huge chuckawallahs (lizards 
of two feet in length or more with edi­ 
ble tails) to be had for the killing, and 
with these he can live for some time 
on a small actual ration. 


Where night overtakes him he sleeps 
and by dear experience he knows which 
water holes he can depend on yet to 
contain the life giving fluid. 
Should 
one of these “tanks” fail him in time 
of exceptional drought he must push 
on to the next one or entreat to the 
settlement whence he came. If either 
of these is too far for him to reach he 
dies, as many of his kind have died in 
the years that are gone, uncared for 
by man or beast, for not even the dogs 
of the desert will accompany these 
tramps on their journeys. 
Teamsters 
and prospectors do not stop to bury 
the tramp 
when his 
body is found, 
which is not often; the sun and the 
storjns of the 
boundless space take 
care of him when he dies, as, indeed, 
they did in life. 


But if the water hole toward wliich 
he tramps does contain plenty of water 
he will sometimes camp near it for 
several days. 
To these springs, too, 
come 
occasional 
prospectors, 
alone 
save for their faithful burros. When 
Dne of these whose “grubstake” was 
textra large disappears, his taking off 
is usually charged to the Piutes. More 
often, so I am told by old desert men, 
some tramp has felled him with a stone 
and then, after robbing his saddlebags 
or the pack on his burro, pushes on in­ 
to the heart of the desert. It is days 
before the dead miner is discovered, 
sometimes the days run into 
weeks, 
and then all trace of the murderer has 
been covered up and he is somewhere 
far out on the winding white trail, liv­ 
ing on the food he committed an aw­ 
ful crime to get. 


The circuit of the desert tramps who 
start out from Daggett frequently runs 
entirely around Death VaJley. From 
Daggett they go out to the China Ranch 
or to Resting Springs, thence 
on 
across low lava hills into the Furnace 
Creek country and down to the old 
borax works at the north end of the 
valley. 
From there it is a short and 


comparatively spfe hike 
of a couple 
of hundred miles into some one of 
tho mining camps, so that their tramp, 
all told, reaches very close to three 
and sometimes four hundred miles. 


On this journey water holes are fai 
apart tind very uncertain, ranches are 
scattered and the network of trails so 
interwoven by the feet of prospectors 
and of burros that they become a veri­ 
table maze to the man who do<S not 
keep close watch on them year by 
year. 
To make this circuit requires 
at least nine months of the year—from 
late September or October to the last 
of May. For tho remainder of the year 
as has been said, the 
tramp 
loafs 
around some border town, where ho 
has to behave himself; ropes and tele­ 
graph poles and willing men aro too 
near at hand for the committing of 
crimes. 


It is the lonely ranches on the des­ 
ert that suffer most from this class 
of wanderers. 
Coining to the ranch 
house they insolently demand food and 
clothing, and they get it, too. If they 
do not the haystack is burned that 
night, or even the house is set on fire. 
If the family depends on a spring of 
water, as likely as not the water hole 
will be filled with stones and earth; 
frequently springs along the trail are 
so treated when the tramp thinks that 
one of his enemies is likely to pass 
that way in the near future flnd de­ 
pend on the presence of water in the 
tank for himself and his slock. 


One incident of this kind may bo 
told to illustrate the devilish schemes 
these fellows concoct. A new manager 
was sent to the borax plant on the 
northern rim of Death Valley. He was 
a most excellent man for the work in 
hand, but he knew nothing of the peo­ 
ple with whom he was to deal, and the 
first tramp who came along was rough­ 
ly ordered to “get out and stay out.” 
Now the road over which tho borate 
from this particular plant was hauled 
to the refinery was long and dry, and 
the company had placed wooden tanks 
at necessary intervals, keeping 
them 
filled with water and depending on 
them for the use of the wagon teams 
and their drivers. 
The tramp, an­ 
gered and revengeful at his treatment, 
set out along this road and for one 
hundred miles emptied every tank. The 
result can better be imagined than de­ 
scribed; the next wagon train out, two 
huge desert wagons, drawn by twenty 
mules and handled by two men com­ 
ing to the first tank and finding no 
water pushed on to the next; by the 
time they reached, that the men were 
well nigh crazed with thirst, but no 
water awaited them there, and on they 
dragged their weaiy bodies, until it is 
presumed, abandoning the team, they 
wandered away and died. 


The wagons and the mules, the lat­ 
ter quite dead, were found two weeks 
later, but not even the skeletons of 
the men were ever seen. The 
desert 
keeps its secrets better than the sea, 
and this was one of them. 
Men fol­ 
lowed the tramp, some say he w^as 
caught. 
The men who followed him 
still live on the desert; I have seen 
one of them, but none can remember 
whether they caught this particular 
tramp or not. Possibly a pile of bones 
could tell if it could speak, for short 
shrift is 
meted to the man, be he 
tramp or mine owner, who meddles 
with water on the desert. 
More val­ 
uable than gold it is, and worth many 
human lives when thrown in the bal­ 
ance. 


On the desert, too, there is another 
kind of tramp, by no means a crim­ 
inal, and yet one of the most interest­ 
ing characters of the whole west—the 
tramp prospector. He makes the easi­ 
est living of any man in the world, not 
excepting the promoter of 
wild-cat 
mines. 
And, like the promoter, he 
lives by fleecing the credulous. The 
tramp prospector is forever discover­ 
ing a fabulously rich prospect. Back 
from the heart of the desert he comes, 
laden with samples, supposedly from 
his new discovery, but really picked up 
on the dump of some established mine. 
Armed with these it is little trouble 
for him to enlist the help of some man 
with more money than knowledge -of 
the desert to develop the “mine.” 


His first demand is, of course, 
a 
"grub-stake. 
This will consist of a 
burro, or two, if the man can be talked 
out of them, a sack of beans, bacon, 
flour, molasses and cooking utensils, 
as well as other things needful in the 
work he says he is going to under­ 
take. 
Thus provided, the prospector 
sets out, camps at some well hidden 
water hole and there spends his time 
until the grub-stake gives out. 


Decoration for Dining Room. 


The small Japanese umbrellas afford 
the foundation for a very pretty floral 
decoration in the dining room. 
Sus­ 
pend tho umbrella from tho chande­ 
lier over tho table, fill it with daisies 
or other wild flowers so they will 
hang over the edge and also partly 
conceal tho handle. Have tiny bou­ 
quets of the same flowers about the 
table. 
This is an exceedingly pretty 
decoration when the table is set for 
» 
luncheon with doilies and no ¿loth, 
permitting the flowers to bo reflected 
in the polished surface. 


For Cooling the Room. 


A woman who has travelled in India 
suggests that one of the daintiest ways 
of keeping a room cool in summer is 
by hanging curtains of 
an 
Eastern 
grass which is now procurable here in 
the windows. 
These 
curtains 
are 
drenched in water. The air, passing 
through the moist grass, is not only 
cooled but also slightly perfumed with 
an Oriental odor which is peculiarly 
refreshing. 
In lieu of the grass, a 
piece of flannel dipped and wrung out 
of cold water may be hung over the 
window screen.—New York Sun. 


Furnishing the Kitchen. 


Kitchens are frequently overstock­ 
ed. 
Early learn that this department 
should contain only what is in actual 
use. Never acquire the habit of buy­ 
ing from peddlers, or your room will 
be clogged with seldom-used articles. 
Before buying, know why 
you 
are 
spending. 
On the other hand, do not 
forswear the extras which simplify 
labor, such as vegetable cutters, po­ 
tato slicers, etc., says tho Boston Her­ 
ald. 
Keep your eyes open for any­ 
thing new that will perform a task 
better than you can now do it. 
The 
Kitchen—like tho 
mind—should 
be 
a growing one, be willing to incorpo­ 
rate new ideas and to take advantage 
of all that the progress of science and 
skill make possible. 


A New Treatment of Shelves. 


The wide shelves at the back of 
deep closets may be turned into won­ 
derfully convenient affairs if other 
shelves be inserted between the two 
of three shelves which are usually 
considered enough. 
If the shelves are 
run all the way from floor to ceiling, 
the closet may be made even more sat­ 
isfactory, Have shallow drawers made 
to fit the shelf spaces, letting them be 
light in weight, so that lifting drawer 
and ijs contents out of the closet 
need not necessarily be a burden. To 
do this, wire netting—the strong kind 
—is sometimes used in a framework of 
wood, the front made entirely of wood, 
to keep dust out. 
Even a home car­ 
penter can build this stationary cabi­ 
net, and the comfort of such an ar­ 
rangement cannot be overestimated. 
The top drawers, which are hard to 
j get at, may serve as receptacles for 
the things you need to disturb but 
seldom—a party frock, for instance, 
of the type that should not be hung 
up. 
But their arrangement will work 
out according to individual need.

How does the mother wood-duck get 
her brood of twelve to eighteen duck­ 
lings from her hollow tree to tho 
creek?

Mr. William Brew­ 
ster watched an -American golden-eye 
that had a nest in the hollow tree 
overhanging the water, until he heard 
her, after she had made an inspection 
of the surroundings, utter a “quack” 
that brought her brood pell-mell out 
of the tree and tumbling down into 
the water. A recent magazine writer 
says he has seen the young ducks 
climb out cf the hollow down the tree 
and walk to the water, which was 
near-by. 
Others

Warmed Over Dishes. 


The 
careful 
house nee per 
never 
wastes 
any left-overs, 
but utilizes 
them in tho preparation of appetizing 
side dishes. In a majority of cases, 
such dishes a good sauce as a basis. 
Dark foods usually 
require 
brown 
sauce, light^colored meats or vegeta­ 
bles a white sauce. 
Here are two 
which will serve as the basis of many 
sauces: 


Brown sauce.—Heat half 
a 
pint 
of good soup stock or gravy; 
when 
neither are on hand use water, though 
the result is naturally not quite so 
good, In another saucepan melt and 
slowly brown one tablespoonful of but­ 
ter or clarified fat. Add one slightly 
heaping tablespoonful of ilour'and stir 
until browned. Gradually add the hot 
liquid, 
stirring 
continuously 
until 
smoothly thickened. /Season accord­ 
ing to the left-overs, which are to be 
used with salt, pepper, onion juice, 
herbs or spices. 


White sauce.—Heat 
a 
half 
pint 
of milk. Melt a tablespoonful of but­ 
ter in a saucepan; 
without browning, 
add one tablespoonful of flour, atir 
for two 
minutes 
without 
coloring. 
Gradually add the hot milk, stirring 
until smooth and thick. 
Season and 
simmer for five minutes. 


Shepherd 
Pie.—Chop 
some 
cold 
cooked mutton quite fine, Measure, 
and for each pint add salt and pepper 
to taste, a half teaspoonful of onion 
juice, a dash of curry powder and a 
half pint of brown sauct. 
Mix and 
spread in a greased dish. 
Cover with 
a thick layer of hot mashed potato, 
dabbling the top with a little beaten 
egg yolk. 
Brown in a quick oven, 


Italian 
fritters.—Take 
one 
cup­ 
ful of sifted flour, the yolk of one 
egg, one teaspoonful of vinegar, one 
teaspoonful of olive oil or melted 
butter and enough cold water to mix 
to a batter that will pour from a 
spoon. 
Add the stiffly whipped white 
and set away for two hours. 
Into 
this dip pieces of cooked meat or veg­ 
etables and fry brown in deep smok­ 
ing hot fat.—Cornelia 0- Bedford, in 
the New York Mail.

•f Turkey is more like a fortress than 
a place to cook his meals, tor it has 
an armor plate door and is fitted with 
locks which can be opened by only 
one man. 
As each course is prepared I 
it is placed on a silver dish, which is . 
sealed with red wa.x by the lcelardjhi, 
tho official responsible for 
his 
sov­ 
ereign’s food, and then a Mack vel­ 
vet cover is placed over the dish to 
keep it warm 
A procession of peo­ 
ple follow the meal into the imperial 
chamber* the seals being broken in 
the Sultan's presence, and orten the 
kelardjhi is requested to taste some 
particular dish. 
The cost of the Sul­ 
tan’s food does not exceed £1,000 a 
year, for it is mostly 
entrees 
and 
boiled eggs, but to feed the numerous 
members of his household and pay alt 
domestic expenses lessens his annual 
Income of XC.^OO.OOO 
to 
JC14.000 a 
week,—New York Herald.
